CONGRESSIONAL SUMMARY 

Friday — The naval appropriation 
Jill, carrying In round n»mh«rs $96,- 
lOO.non, passed the house. An effort 
was made to reduce the number of 
Battleships authorised In the bill, bnt 
It wat defeated. 1 14 to M«. The post- 
tfflce appropriation bill was then 
taken up. The senate had the immi- 
gration bill under consideration. 

Saturday -The senate, without a 
roll-call, adopted the conference re- 
port on the Immigration bill, which 
contained the president's plan of ex- 
cluding Japanese labor. The post- 
office appropriation bill was taken up 
by the house. 

Monday— Under suspension of the 
rules the house adopted the confer- 
ence report on the immigration bill, 
and then took up the postofflce ap- 
propriation bill. The senate was en- 
gaged In discussion of the agricultural 
appropriation bill. 

Tuesday— Senator Reed Smoot's a/i 
dress to the senate in defense of his 
position as senator was the feature of 
the session. The senate spent several 
hours In further consideration of the 
agricultural appropriation bill. At 
the night sesilon teveral bills which 
were not of general Importance were 
passed After passing a number of 
bills under unanimous consent the 
house resumed consideration of the 
pottofflce appropriation bill. 

Wednetdev — The contett against 
Reed Smoot being permitted to retain 
hit teat at a tenator of the l ulled 
States from Ptah wat ended by forty- 
two of his colleaguet voting to bus 
tain him, as agalntt twenty-eight for 
the resolution to unseat him. The 
pottofflce appropriation bill passed 
the house. The naval appropriation 
bill, carrying $100,272,800. was passed 
by the senate, which also passed the 
river and harbor appropriation Mat, 
carrying a total of $92,720,472. 

Thursday — The house passed a 
number of bills and resolutions and 
took the sundry civil bill under con- 
sideration. Both the river and har- 
bor bill and the naval appropriations 
bill were sent to conference. The 
senate had tne agricultural bill under 
consideration. 



AN OCEAN TRAGEDY 

Brltlth Steamer Wrecked and 
Livet Are Lott. 

London, Feb. 22— The worst 



Kngland and the continent occurred 
during a violent gale yesterday morn- 
ing when the Rotterdam mall steamer 
Berlin, from Harwich to Hook of Hol- 
land, having safely weathered the hur- 
ricane, was wrecked as she was enter 
Ing port. With one single exception 
all hef passengers and crew, number- 
ing altogether 141 persons, lost their 
lives. The terrific seas broke up the 
steamer with such awful suddenness 
that all efforts to save life appear to 
baVl In i n utterly hopeless. No cause 
has been assigned for the accident, 
and it probably never will be known 
how the steamer came to miss the 
channel which, although 300 yards 
wide and well buoyed and lighted, is 
always difficult of access In rough 
weather. It Is conjectured that some 
derangement of the engines or steer- 
ing gear may have rendered the ves- 
sel uncontrollable. Captain Precious 
of the Merlin had a good record of 
fourteen years. The list of passen- 
gers was lost and all the names of 
those on board have not yet been 
learned, but as far as has been ascer- 
tained there were no Americans
